I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  City  and  the  work  of  your  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1953 o 

The  report  is  once  more  constructed  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Healtho 

The  sections  on  sanitary  circumstance Sp  food„  and  housing  have  again 
been  produced  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector^,  whose  unfailing  energy  and 
advice  have  been  of  inestimable  help  throughout  the  yearo 

The  general  health  of  the  citizens  has  compared  not  unfavourably 
with  the  rest  of  the  country  during  the  yearj,  although  there  has  been  some 
increase  in  the  deaths  of  infantSo  We  must  hope  that  this  latter  feature 
is  only  teraporaryo 

The  deaths  due  to  ageing  and  the  degenerative  processes  continue  to 
form  a  greater  proportion  of  the  total  and  much  more  research  is  needed 
before  we  shall  be  able  to  take  active  measures  to  prevent  these 
conditions o 
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At  long  last  it  has  been  possible  to  start  dealing  in  a  systematic 
way  with  the  considerable  legacy  of  unfit  and  worn-out  houses  in  the 
Cityo  There  is  no  doubt  that  when  everyone  has  a  dry  and  commodious 
house  we  shall  abolish  a  great  deal  of  rheumatism  and  other  ill  health 
which  afflicts  us  at  present*, 

I  continue  to  be  indebted  to  all  the  m.embers  of  the  Council,  to 
the  Clerk  and  my  brother  officers,  and  to  the  technical  and  clerical 
staff  of  the  Department  for  their  constant  kindness  and  help®

There  were  two  notified  paralytic  cases,  both  women. 
One  occurred  during  August  and  the  other  in  November.  The 
origin  of  the  infection  was  untraced  in  both. 

MEASLES.
